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Village holds breath 
on methane project

• Hesitancy on the part of the 
board of directors of the village of 
Antioch to sign a memorandum of 
understanding with Antioch 
Community High School (ACHS) is 
holding up the school's landfill gas- 
to-energy (LFGTE) project. 

While ACHS had hoped the 
small generation plant with 12 tur- 
bines would be operational by no 
later than April 15, the completion 
date will now be no sooner than 
April 30. Costs for extra supervision 
of the partially constructed plant as 
well as mobilization costs of the 
machinery that bores under the 
road to lay the pipeline is at. the 
expense of the taxpayer. 

"This is costing the taxpayer, 
- andthe more it's delayed, the more 
; itwill cost," said Bill Ahlers, business 
• manager for ACHS, though he 
•wouldn't attach an exact price tag. 
"In addition to the outright costs, 



we're losing' time in capturing the 
gas and converting it to energy." 

When completed, the plant will 
heat the school with that created 
from cooling the plant's 12 turbines, 
and the electricity will be sold to 
Commonwealth Edison. 

Jim Keim, village engineer, said, 
"This is a safe operation. Right now 
the gas is just being bumed off." 

He added that uses the gas in 
the most efficient way as the heat 
generated to create the electricity is 
used by die schooland the electrici- 
ty itself can be used via 
Commonwealth Edison. 

Trustee Scott Pierce showed 
apprehension, in part, because the 
nearest residential property is 47 
feet from the structure that houses 
the turbines and he was concerned 
there would be noise level prob- 
lems.

Link calls for higher ATM security

An incident in 'wlilch a Gurnee 
woman was kidnapped prompted 
the proposal of a bill that would aim 
to increase ATM security. 

Stacie Garbone was abducted in 
Gurnee in 2001 and was forced to 
make numerous withdrawals from 
area ATMs during a four-hour peri- 
od. 

State Sen. Terry, Link (D-Vernon . 
Hills) took notice of the incident and 
has advanced Senate bill 562 
encouraging ATM operators to pro- 
vide increased security provisions 
for customer's^ ,'.-'•• 

Link's jirbposal would ask that 
ATM operators install a device. or a 
software component in their ATM 
network. The device would allow 
ATM users, to enter their ATM per- 
sonal identification number in 
reverse, which would send an elec- 
tronic signal to local law enforce- 



ment* ATMs could also be equipped 
vvidi an emergency call buttoiu 

"It's like being'able tpTrrioJce o 
911 call from ah ATM'Without any- 
one knowing what you've done," 
Link said in a statement, "the 
important aspect about this propos- 
al is that we find some way of not 
only stopping an ATM crime as it 
decors, 'but sending a message to 
those who would commit these 
crimes that technology is going to 
make their illegal plans much hard- 
er to accomplish." 

Gurnee Police Chief Bob" Jones, 
who investigated Carbone's case, 
said he is in full support of the bill 
arid believes that ATM crimes could 
be reduced if such a device were put 
in place. - * 

With more than 12,000 ATM 
crimes reported in the United States 
annually, Jones said it is obvious that 
there is a danger posed when cus- 
tomers use ATMs.

| he largest component of PADS budget, 
at 22 percent, comes from HUD, and is 
administered through the Lake County 
Continuum of Care. Run by die Lake 
County Department of Planning, Building, and 
Development, the Continuum applies for and . 
receives HUD funding each year toward the goal 
of ending chronic homelessness in Lake County 
within 10 years. There are many organizations 
' within Lake County that received a portion of 
the roughly $1.5 million grant last year, includ- 
ing ASafe Place, Lake County Haven, and 
Emmaus House, although funds from this grant 
for some of the organizations will be disbursed 
over two or three years. 

The remainder of the budget comes from 
other private and public contributions. Non- 
monetary support comes as the result of net- 
working with other agencies such as United 
Way, whom provide some of the volunteers, and 
COOL, and Waukegan based food pantry. Of 
late, as with many other organizations, funding 
from all sources is stretched, and future federal 
and state policy may effect how much PADS will 
receive, and what programs will be able to be 
offered. 

PADS functions 

Continuum of Care spokesman Rob 
Anthony calls PADS an integral part of the 
Continuum in that it serves as the entry point for 
many homeless people into the system. "Its 
function is to provide immediate shelter, food, 
and hygiene supplies and assess the needs of 
homeless persons. PADS then develops a service 
plan for the client and links homeless persons to 
services that will address the causes of their 
homelessness and move clients into transitional 
or permanent housing" 

Anthony goes on to say that approximately 
40 percent of the homeless within Lake County 
as a whole are families, and that same percent- 
age are actually employed. "The most common 
reasons for homelessness are lack of affordable 
housing, low wage jobs, inadequate public ass is -

tance, mental illness, and substance abuse. The 
creation of permanent supportive housing is 
essential to eliminate homelessness in Lake 
County." 

He adds that the County also does an excel- 
lent job providing transitional housing and sup- 
portive services, stating that there is a very large 
gap in the County's supply of permanent sup- 
portive housing for the homeless. 

"The gap is due to the high cost of property 
and housing, the NIMBY (Not In My Back Yard) 
attitude that makes it very difficult to find a 
location, and few developers are willing to tack- 
le the complicated political and financial chal- 
lenges associated with developing. permanent 
housing for the homeless." . 

Help always needed 

In addition to the funding and material 
donations that PADS receives, they depend 
heavily on the volunteer support, both directly 
and indirectly. In fact, PADS uses the services of 
about 2,500 volunteers in the course of a year. 

One overnight shelter may use 20 people to 
run for one night during the week. Tasks per- 
formed by volunteers include setup, food 



preparation, attending to clients needs, and 
tear-down. The Wauconda shelter for example 
currently runs only on Saturday night, and is" 
always hosted at Messiah Lutheran, but several 
groups of volunteers each will come in on a dif- 
ferent Saturday night to perform shelter duties. 
These groups include volunteers from Messiah 
itself, TransGguration Church which is also in 
Wauconda, and others. 

It's all about the people. One homeless 
volunteer captured it best when she said "I will 
never be a mother Theresa, but I try in simple 
ways. I make an effort to get to know the 
homeless people. You know what I hear over 
and over mat blows my mind? They are 
always struck by the fact that I ask their name. 
One guy started to cry and said that no one 
, had bothered to ask his name in years."

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over $11 mil for county 



With, the Fiscal year 2003 federal budget, 
which legislators only recently completed, 
Lake County officials learned the United 
States government would provide over $11 
million for various projects in Lake County. In 
addition to the county programs that received 
direct earmarked federal funding, the county's 
lobbying efforts also played a role in Metra's 
receipt of approximately $20 million for dou- 
ble-tracking the Wisconsin Central line in 
Lake County. 

Of the $1 1 million in funds for county pro- 
jects, approximately $5.36 million came as a 
result of a direct request by county officials and 
subsequent lobbying efforts by the county. . 

County government officials annually 
seek funds from the federal government and 
work closely with the county's senators and 
congressmen to seek federal money for coun- 
ty projects. However, Lake County has seen its 
annual share of federal funds increase over 
the past three years since it began contracting 
for professional representation in 
Washington, D.C. 

"We are extremely grateful for the diligent 
work and dedication of our federal legislators 
and the funding they've helped secure for pro- 
jects.in the county," said county board mem- 
ber Carol Spielman (D-22), chair of the coun- 
ty's Legislative and Intergovernmental Affairs 
Committee. "The increase in federal funds 
coming to Lake County also demonstrates a 



positive return on our investment in federal 
lobbying efforts." 

County projects funded by the federal 
budget include Des Piaines> River Watershed 
Flood Prevention Design, and Construction, 
Squaw and Sequoit Creek watershed manage- 
ment plans, Waukegan Harbor dredging, 
comprehensive planning for six sub water- 
sheds, the development of an intelligent 
transportation system, Route 45 improve- 
ments and expansion of community based 
health centers. 

Lake County officials were made aware of 
their projects included in the final version of 
' the fiscal year 2003 federal budget while they 
were in Washington, D.C. visiting with federal 
legislators to push for more funding in the 
2004 federal budget. 

County requests for 2004 include funding 
for a traffic control center, Route 120 improve- 
ments and various transportation improve- 
ment projects as part of the government's 
reauthorization of the Transportation Equity 
Act, flood mitigation assistance, Winchester 
House improvements, funding for the sum- 
mer youth employment program and emer- 
gency preparedness efforts. 

Although the federal fiscal year begins on 
Oct. 1, legislators did not reach consensus on 
the budget until late last month. The govern- 
ment had been operating on a series of short- 
term budget resolutions.

Luke Krostal, 12, thinks military 
action will make the U.S. "safe and 
worry free." Luke added, "If we do 
not fight it will come back to haunt 
us." Brian Kukula, 11, was critical 
of the stand taken by France and 
■Russia. "If they would open their 
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eyes, they would see that Saddam 
Hussein has biochemical 
weapons.. ..We should just go over 
to Iraq and get rid of the biochemi- 
cal weapons." . 

Advocating war, Veronica Scaggs, 
1 1 , questions the innocense of 
Iraq's citizens. "Everyone has 
done something bad. Saddam is 
waiting for a yes from us because 
he doesn't care if his people die." 
Venessa VUJarreal admitted that she 
is scared. She said she and her 
family will go to her grandmother's 
house if Chicago is bombed. "The 
U.S. should keep its big nose out of 
other.country's business. It's their 
problem, n ot ours," she insisted. 
Shaolin Bez, 12, said the constro- 
versy isn't worth the life of her sis- 
ter who is going to Iraq soon. 

Cody Wachholder, 11, said "if 
they didn't bomb the World Trade 
Center then we would still be nor- 
mal." War will be an act of 
revenge, according to Cody. Abby 
Flores, 13, pointed out that war will 
invite retaliation. "He can send 
more of his terrorist men to the 
U.S." Rachel Abarbanell, 11, sees 
war as playing into the hands of 
Saddam Hussein. She said she 
hopes President Bush changes his 
mind.

"Doc," said the patient, "You're a reli- 
gious person. Tell me, what will heaven be 
like?" • 

The doctor paused a moment, and then 
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said, "Ed, do you hear that scratching out- . 
side, the door? That's my dog. I brought him 
along with me. He wants to come in. He's 
never been in here. He has no idea what this 
room is like. He only knows one thing; he . 
knows I'm in here. 

"Ed," I don't know what heaven is like. I 
know only one thing about it. God is there."'

He mentions Nietzsche's theory of eter- 
nal recurrence, that the life we live we're 
going to live over and over again the exact 
same way for eternity.

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Teacher 
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Teachers salaries are notoriously low, and the 
, drop-out rate high, so the survivors making 34 
years are not huge in number. 

Teachers salaries are negotiated by dis- 
trict level, and is it necessary to point out that 
in Illinois there are many more underfunded 
and poor school districts than well-off? The 10 
sick days, unmissed are more valuable to the 
students, and the schools, in education and 
substitute pay, than the amortized value to 
the state. And obviously, the teachers are not 
only compelled to not miss school, but also, 
they all don't take the same days or number 
of days off, no matter how that inconve- 
niences Mr. Madorsky's fiscal model. 

As for his comments about the teachers 
lobby vast public relations machine, their 
main weapon of choice seems to be those 
pesky well-meaning parents, spuriously 
spreading rumors about how deserving the 
teachers are of raises, and creating a ruckus in 
labor disputes concerning their children's 
welfare. Dam those easily-led yet motivated 
parents. What proof does he show for the 
"myth" of local control of schools? Has he

ever listened to local school boards dumbing 
down requirements, banning books, and 
making educationally uninformed, yet politi- ' 
cal choices? Has he ever seen the PTA decid- 
ing to fund a book purchase or event for a 
local school that the district had no funds for? 
And yes, administrators were teachers, but 
that is no argument proving that they support 
either over-paying or under-paying teachers. 
Don't most supervisors come from a back- 
ground within the industry they work in? And 
have you ever seen a teachers strike where the 
administrators walk the picket linewith the 
teachers? And his comment about teachers 
indoctrinating students in every educational 
environment that the teachers are under- 
appreciated is just plain vile. 
. Maaorsky notes the "generous" nature of 
the states" pension systems, speaks about the 
weakened state, in its negotiations with the 
teachers lobby, and essentially states how 
unfair it is the private sector employees aren't 
as fortunate with their 40lKs or IRAs. Is Mr. , 
Madorsky jealous for not taking a teaching job 
ormore likely taking a ill-conceived approach 



for supporting his merit pay references? Yes, 
school funding is supported in part by prop- 
erty taxes. If referendums pass. But in many 
communities, they don't pass. Aging and less 
well-funded communities do not pass school 
funding. Ever. But the children still have to go 
to school. So things like gym, band, and art 
classes are cut. Low-funded districts also fire 
teachers, administrators, and whole school 
districts eventually close down. 

Finally, Mr. Madorsky's point about how 
school districts are deprived of valuable 
school equipment because of teachers 
salaries are too high or not paid on a merit 
basis, or because they have a functioning 
retirement plan is so agenda-driven, so sim- 
plistic that it's painful. The whole basis of Mr. 
Madorsky's commentary seems to be that 
people working with our most valuable asset 
should be paid less, have a less secure retire- 
ment for demonstrating superior dependabil- 
ity, and they and their administrators do not 
deserve the respect of their students, students 
parents, taxpayers or any inhabitant of the 
state of Illinois. Sadjy, the teachers are the 
easiest target in the educational merry-go- 
round, and politically, the safest.

new life into forest preserves 



As part of a comprehensive district-wide 
land management program, Lake County 
Forest Preserve staff will be conducting con- 
trolled burns to restore savannas, prairies 
and wetlands throughout Lake County this 
spring. 

Weather permitting, controlled burns will 
begin in March and continue through May. 
Burns are prescribed to control invasive 
species, reduce thatch, recycle nutrients in the 
soil, and reduce the risk of wildfires. Last year's 
controlled burn program helped safely bring 
the benefits of fire to nearly 500 acres in Forest 
Preserves throughout Lake County. 

Controlled burns decrease invasive weedy 
plants and encourage native plants to repro- 
duce. They mimic the natural fires that 
occurred before Lake County was settled. The 
fires remove dead leaves, stems and twigs from 
the ground, exposing soil and seeds to the 
sun's rays early in the growing season. Wildlife 
populations have adapted to survive the 
burns. Most animals are safe underground or 
high up in trees; others move out to the way to 
avoid fires. 

"Due to the improved habitat we have 
actually seen a marked increase in wildlife 
populations after controlled burns, which 
indicates the program is successful," said Jim 
Anderson, Natural Resource Manager for the 
Lake County Forest Preserves. Controlled 
burns are the most-cost efficient tool available 
to land managers. Forest Preserve staff and 
volunteers complete intensive training before 



conducting controlled burns to ensure that 
proper safety measures are taken to protect 
people, facilities, plants and animals in the 
Preserves and surrounding properties. 

Forest Preserves under, consideration for 
spring controlled burns include new sites like 
Ethel's Woods and Singing Hill, and other high 
quality or habitat ■ restoration areas like 
Middlefork Savanna, Wadsworth Savanna, 
Cuba Marsh; Elm Road Forest, Rollins 
Savanna, Ryerson Woods, Grant Woods, Lyons 
Woods and others. 

, Look in the Preserves section of the Forest 
Preserves web site at www.LCFPD.org for daily 
controlled burn announcements. . Here you 
can find which Preserve is scheduled to receive 
a controlled burn, and you can learn more 
about the Forest Preserves entire land man- 
agement program. 

Local fire and police departments are noti- 
fied before and after each controlled bum. 
Forest Preserve staff closely monitor each burn 
with appropriate safety equipment and, if nec- 
essary, stay overnight at the site until the fire is 
completely out. Wind and other weather con- 
ditions are monitored daily to help determine 
which Preserves are selected for prescribed 
burns.

"Open conversation and a bottle of red 
wine," croons Toby Keith In his newest coun 
try single, "Rock You Baby." No doubt, 
indulging in a fine Merlot or Cabernet 
Sauvignon enhances any romantic interlude. 
It relaxes us, it feels good, and it appeals to 
our taste buds in that it boosts the flavor of 
any good meal. Now we are finding out just 
how very good it can be, carrying more 
health benefits than any other alcoholic bev- 
erage in lowering the risk of heart disease. 

Last week I talked about the red in 
grapes, also available in a glass of grape juice 
providing some very potent flavonoids, also 
found in fruits, vegetables, tea, nuts, seeds 
and even in the bark of some trees, that 
appear to have remarkable healing and dis- 
ease preventive benefits. Findings in the 
studies involving red wine concluded that 
drinking moderate amounts-two, no more 
than three, glasses a day reduces platelet 
activity and helps prevent clot formation in 
the blood vessels.

Some 
reports state that when the body's produc- 
tion of adrenaline is increased, treatment 
with aspirin doesn't provide complete pro- 
tection against platelet clot formation. 
Reference is made to individuals who experi- 
ence high levels of emotional stress or anxi-. 
ety, or who are under physical stress due to 
illness, individuals who smoke, and those 
who are involved in rigorous exercise. There 
is also the issue of gastro-intestinal irritation 
and bleeding from aspirin for some individu- 
als. 

Are aspirins no longer considered a good 
remedy to fight heart disease? 

What Foltz had to say really surprised 
me. I had expected him to come out against 
aspirins, and to instead recommend the new 
grape seed extract product that he helped 
develop. Instead, he told me that those peo- 
ple who don't respond well to aspirin are pri- 
marily diabetics and smokers. The incidence 
of stomach and intestinal irritation from tak- 
ing an aspirin a day is actually low, and for 
the most part, the benefits of taking aspirin 
outweigh the negative. One can certainly

we would be ecstatic! The nice thing about a 
free society is that we have the choice to turn 
the channel or turn something off. You do 
too, but your situation has one more wrinkle, 
and that is your daughter's unwillingness to 
follow your rules; The hard partis that she is 
a teenager and teenagers will be teenagers, 
That said, it doesn't mean you have to accept 
the behavior and hopefully you will follow up 
with appropriate consequences as you said 
you would. 

Whether or not reality shows are harmful 
cannot really be answered objectively. In 
other words, I am not aware of any research 
suggesting it would be harmful or dangerous. 
It is probably much too new for there to be 
any studies yet Also, most people have cable 
these days and what is accessible by cable is 
much worse than the reality shows. 

Subjectively, and of course, only my 
opinion, I think they are very negative. The 
messages and information they give to audi- 
ences that are way too young to be watching 
them is not setting good examples about rela- 
tionships between people and decisions such 
as marriage and intimacy between adults. 
Once again, though, as I have said many 
times before, I do not advocate censorship 
because it is not the earmark of a free society, 
which I would prefer us to stay. I believe in 
parental involvement, just like what you are 
doing. You are involved enough to know that 
she has been going behind your back to 
watch something you don't want her to. You 
are following up with appropriate conse- 
quences. These are things a good parent 
does. There is a certain point, however, when 
a teenager reaches a certain age (17,18 etc.) 
that you have to hope you did the right things 
raising them and trust them to make good 
decisions for themselves. You cannot be with 
them every minute of every day and they will

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Stress from traffic, cell, phones and bal- 
ancing work/life is so pervasive today that it 
has become a driving force behind rising 
healthcare costs. 

In a six-year study of more than 46,000 
workers; depression and unmanaged stress 
emerged as the costliest risk factors in terms 
of medical expenditures.

It has taken a • 
while for Western fitness experts to embrace 
the idea, however, the concept of holistic 
health and fitness is rapidly gaining populari- 
ty and acceptance. In a survey of health clubs 
belonging to IHRSA, twenty-three percent 
offer classes specifically geared to wellness 
and stress reduction. 

In health clubs across the country, the 
trend is moving away from classes focusing 
simply on muscle and cardiovascular train- 
ing to ones that include overall wellness and 
whole-body maintenance. Over the past few 
years, more and more people have discov- 
ered the benefits of workouts that stimulate 
the emotions as well as the muscles.

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Prepare for a Job Fair Before Attending

As spring approaches, rind with It comes the Job fair sea- 
son. Tho candidates who are mosl successful at these 
events have two things In common. Firstly, they plan and 
prepare to get the right Interviews. Then they know what to 
expect when they arrive at the fair, and how to make the most 
ol the available time. 

The job fair Is an opportunity to moot with recruiters imme- 
diately. This shortened process eliminates the first step, the 
application. Normally, one needs to send In a resume or (III 
out an application (or both) before getting an opportunity to 
meet those whom will make the hiring decision, At a job fair, 
.candidates meet the recruiters before they have even seen 
the resume. 

With. that in mind, it Is important to make a good first 
Impression so that the recruiter will Want to proceed wilh the 
Interviewing and hiring processes. Here are some Ideas on 
how to prepare for a fob fair. 

Know the companies that will be attending. This Informa- 
tion can normally' be found In the newspapers that sponsor 
the event. If the advertisement for tho job (air does not list 
the attending companies, look at all of the employment ads. 
Those who are attending will normally Identify themselves in 
those ads. 

After Identifying the companies, go to their web sites to find 
out more about them, and the skills that they need. Based 
on thai information prioritize tho companies that sound like 
good possibilities, those that need your skills and provide the ' 
environment, bonolils and culture thai meet your needs. 
Then make sure lo stop at all ol those companies during the 
fair. 

Prepare resumes long beforo the evont. Have them print- 
ed on good quality paper. Print enough of them so that you 
will have enough. Plan to bring 25% more resumes than the 
number of companies that will attend the fair, Just In case 
some companies want more than one resume. 

Getting (o meet tho recruiters before applying Is a signifi- 
cant advantage only when the candidate makes a good first 
impression. The first slap in making Ihe desired Impact is 
good grooming. In addition to normal hygiene, plan to get a 
haircut or trim soveral days beforo tho job lair. Shoos should 
be clean and polished, 

For men, make sure (hat fingernails are clean and neatly 
I clipped. Facial hair needs to be conservatively trimmed. 
Women who use nail polish should do so conservatively. 
Jewelry should be simple, not gaudy or ovorusod. I recom- 
mend Iho rule of seven for jewelry, never weor more than 
seven pieces ot jewelry. An earring in each ear, a watch, a j 
ring and a necklace would allow two other accents. 

Plan to dress at Ihe upper echelon for your profession, A , 
good lest is to dress at the lovol of Iho manager to whom you 
I report. For those in a profession, that Is probably a conser- 
vative suit (lor both men and women.) For those In the 
trados, that could bo clean (bans or work pants wilh a casu- 
al shirt, If in doubt. It noverhurls to dross slightly bolter. Plan 
to got dry cleaning or laundry and pressing done boloro the 
ovent lo avoid a lost mlnule rush. 

That covers the preparation (or tho job fair. Next time wo 
will oxploro what to expect at tho fair and how to get lha best 
results when you altond.

uslim extremists flying planes into the World Trade Center, Palestinian suicide 
bombers blowing up Jews in Israel, American war drums beating in Iraq, 
Germans opposing the Americans at the United Nations, Pakistanis and 
Indians threatening war with each other, and North Koreans warning of 
nuclear disasters around the globe all speak volumes about the state of cultural relations in 
the world. 

And the teaching of Black History inFebruary in Lake County suggests that there is much 
work to do to improve relations between cultures here at home. 

"We all need. to understand what a very racist country tfie United States is," said former 
Chicago Bear defensive-baclc Curtis Gentry in a speech to Round Lake Area Park District 
employees during Black History Month. "I know that for a lot of people talking about race 
relations is a very uncomfortable thing, but how else will we get to know each other if we don't 
sit down and talk," he added. 

After talking about how Blacks were brought over from Africa as prisoners onships to be 
enslaved for 400 years, Gentry said that Americans have been programmed and conditioned 
to believe that Blacks are inferior. 

He added that beginning with the slave masters who made it illegal to teach Blacks how to 
read and write, and continuing with the early days of television where Blacks were only por- 
trayed as shoe-shine boys, maids, butlers and chauffeurs, people have been programmed to 
believe that Blacks are inferior. 

Gentry was especially critical of television. "Tarzan," said Gentry with a sigh. "We were 



suppose to believe that the fastest, the strongest, the best swimmer and the 

Joughest guy in deepest, darkest Africa was a white man; Come on you all," said Gentry with a 

:smiJe. 

And though the former; star-football player said,: "The United States Is still h great country, ' 
You never see anyone fighting to get out of the US.; but you do see lots of people dying to get 
In." He made the point that there needs to be an attitude adjustment to improve race relations. 

"If we sit around as human beings and listen to 'nigger' jokes and we don't complain and 
say that should not happen, then we are saying it is okay. And if we sit around and listen to 
Polish jokes and Jewish jokes and we don't complain, then we are saying it is okay." 

Gentry also said some words like blackball, blackmail, blacklist, black eye, black sheep and 
black cat are really racist in meaning and are a way of putting down Blacks and programming 
and conditioning people to hate. 

"Why can't the white cat be bad luck?" asked Gentry. "Or why can't it be the.white sheep? 
Or a white eye? It is crazy the way we use race to show something is negative or wrong." 

Gentry, 65, is also in favor of federal financial reparations for Blacks to make up for 400 
years of free labor. "There are a lot of Black people still suffering mentally from what slavery 
did to us," said Gentry, who started fighting back tears as he told of his grandmother's fingers 
being cut off by a white man for spanking a white child she was caring for. 

Gentry is a physical education teacher at the College of Lake County in Grayslake, where 
acclaimed historian and author Phillip Dray gave a presentation during Black History Month 
about his book called "At the Hands of Persons Unknown: The Lynching of Black America." 

"Lynching was a major preoccupation in America up until about the Second World War," 
Dray told the audience in the CLC auditorium. 

The author's presentation, which included past horrifying details of Blacks being hanged 
by unruly white mobs, ended with Dray warning that treating any race as criminal is not only 
unjust but will have lasting and devastating consequences for society. 

His talk inspired a lively give-and-take conversation 
with the audience.

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school system, stood up arid told Dray that 
when the government holds talks of financial 
reparations for the descendants of slaves, the 
lynchings cannot be ignored because they 
are part of the horror and tenor that came 
out of slavery. 

After the presentation, Bobo commented 
on race relations. ~ 

"The work place is fine, but in the com- 
munity we are still divided. We have a long 
way to go, "• said Bobo ; ' 

However, there is hope with cultural rela- 
tions in Lake County, especially in the 
Greater Round Lake area. 

Round Lake Area Park District President 
Jim Shook and his wife Carol, a Beach 
Elementary School teacher, who are both 
white, are raising their two black grandsons, 
Eric Watts, 14 and his brother Devan, 15. 

"We haven't seen any real problems 
that I am aware of," said 
Mr. Shook, though his 
wife said that it has really 
heightened her sensitivity. 
"I can tell you right away • 
who is prejudiced and 
who is not," said Mrs. 
Shook. ' 

For his part, Eric, said 
it was fun being in a bi-cultural family, but 
his brother said he has seen some prejudice 
at the Round Lake High School, though it has 
mainly been directed at people from India 
and native Americans. 

"I think that people who do' that kind of 
stuff should look into the culture of other 
people and try to understand it more," said 
the older Watts. "People should think about 
what they say before they speak," he added.

Mano-A-Mano was started by Round Lake 



Park Mayor Ha Bauer and Round Lake Park- 
HainesvmePolice.ehief Bruce Johnson who saw. 
a growing need to help the community. "Outv 
philosophy is equal opportunity and justice for 
all," said Chief Johnson. 

Mayor Ila Bauer commented on the state 
of cultural relations. "We do have a very large 
Hispanic population in Round Lake Park,- and 
I believe that our African-American popula- 
tion is increasing quitea bit, too. As for the 
village, we probably do not do as much as we 
could to promote positive race relations. 
However, we do provide new resident infor- 
mation in Spanish and find a translator when 
needed to deal with our residents; Even our 
building inspector has contacts that he uses 
when he needs an interpreter. 

"Certainly, Mano-A-Mano Has done much 
to help make our minority population to feel 
more at home in Round Lake Park. Anything 
that will reduce the feeling of isolation on die 
part of newcomers will make for better rela- 
tionships all the way around. Our police 
officers have all had diversity sensitivity 
training. 

"Understanding and respect for 
other cultures doesn't cost any money, 
but it does cost some effort on all our 
part. We all need to recall that none 
of our families are native to this 
country other than the American 
Indians and to remember that 
someone helped our ancestors 
become a part of the community. 
• "Most of all, each of us has to 
remember that it takes some time 
and opportunity for non-English speaking 
immigrants to learn the language. 

Perhaps. Latino Coalition of Lake County 
President Rosa Reyes- Prosen summed up the 
truth about race relations in Lake County the 
best. "It doesn't matter what color your skin 
is, we all have to work together to improve 
the community." " 

. Or maybe Gentry said it a little better, 
"We need to love and not hate."
